BISHOP CANNON DIES 
CHICAGO,

1.340,000. or 35 per 
cent, were rejected as mentally 
unfit or deficient. Of theee 536,000 
were cia 
ified as mentally defi­ 
cient, and 802,000 were rejected 
for mental disease or some nerv­ 
ous condition or state of mind. 


Mentally Deficient Group 
Ti e mentally deficient group do 
not constitute as much of a prob­ 
lem as the average citizen might 
at fi»£t think. A great deal of the 
heavy work of the woild is done 
by ju^t thi* group of citizen*. 
They are the hewer* of wood and 
the drawers of water. They do a 
routine task very well, and they 
are peifectly content to stay put 
once they find something that j 
suits them. They cannot take a job i 
that requires decision* and rapid I 
adjustments, and they are not 
happy in such a job. But in less 
responsible, but necessary labor, 
they are very efficient and remain 
content aud happy. They are not 
dangerous, as the layman expect' 
"mental" ca* es to be. They will 
never lead any revolutions. We 
could not get on without them. 
And you se** some of them around 
you every day from the time you 
sta rt to work until you return 
home. I am of course not talking 
about the mental defective of the 
level of idiocy or imbecility. 
Of the other g roup a percent­ 
age, and it m ust be a small per­ 
centage, are actual mental cases 
— m aniac-depressives, paianoids 
or bad schizophrenic*. But most 
of them m ust ba what are com­ 
monly called neurotic*, or neuras­ 
thenics. Dr. Link feels that tha
